There  wL’po  therefore  increases  in  the  death  rates  of  all  the 
Wards  last  year,  the  greatest  being  in  West  Ward. 

In  comparing  the  death  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  however, 
the  difference  in  the  ago  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population 
has  to  bo  taken  into  account.  To  make  a more  accurate  comparison 
therefore,  a foot or  of  correction  is  employed  and  the  Kay dock  rate 
multiplied  by  it.  This  gives  a rate  f6r  tho  Township  which  would  have 
occurred  had  tho  ago  and  sox  constitution  of  tho  population  boon 
similar  to  that  of 'the  country  as  a whole.  This  factor,  by  certain 
processes  of  calculation  is  found  to  bo  1.07604,  and  tho  following

(a)  To  prov&dc  the  water  carriage  system  in  all  property,  so 
outbreaks  of  disease s cf  all  sorts  are  more  liable  to  occur  in

germs.  Flies,  which  are  potent  carriers  of  infection , also 
multiply  exceedingly  under  those  in sen i tar y conditions  .

Up  to  tho  year  1918,  the  capacity  of  sov/ago  tho  works 
v;ero  oapable  of  dealing  with  was  100,000  gallons  per  day,  but  owing

Tho  inspection  of  the  District  under  Section  17  of  the 
Housing  d Town  Planning  Act  1909  has  been  in  abeyance  owing  to 
depletion  of  staff. 

Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  Staff  consist sof  the  Surveyor  who  has  kindly 
undertaken  tho  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  joined  His 
La  j c st  y f s Forc-o  s , 

Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  have  been  usod  when 
necessary.  The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Kingston  Lane,  Uxbridge,  and 
the  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Yeading,  provide  ample  accomodation  for 
tho  class  of  Infectious  Casea  admitted;  but  I regret  that  no 
accomodation  is  provided  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  Typhus, 
Enteric,  Puerperal,  Cerobro  Spinal  Fever  or  Poliomyelitis.

Fifteen  cases  of  Tuberculosis  wore  certified.  Of  these,  11  were 
Pulmonary,  2 Bono,  and  2 Glands.  The  Pulmonary  casos  produce 
an  average  of  1.91  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
Provaloroo  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

(A)  In  all  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  the 
patients  are  visited  and  oral  and  printed  instructions  as  to  self 
preservation  and  prevention  of  the  infection  of  others  are  given. 

Spitting  mugs  are  provided  by  the  Council. 

(B)  As  the  arrangements  for  tho  treatment  of  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  under  tho  management  of  the  Tuberculosi 
Department  of  tho  Middlesex  County  Council,  subsequent  visits  are 
not  paid  by  the  medical  Officer  of  Health,  unless  roquosted  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  that  Authority. 

(C)  Tho  arrangements  for  the  detection  of  unrecognised  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  associated  with  notified  oases  of  tho  disease  are 
under  tho  direction  of  tho  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  tho  Middlesex 
County  Council. 
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(D)  The  arrangement o made  for  utilising  the  ecrvioes  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  or  Nurses  are  as  in  (C). 

(E)  Disinfection  is  performed  when  necessary  by  the 
Officers  of  the  Hayes  Council.  The  arrangements  made  by  the 
County  Council  of  Liddlosox  for  the  visitation  and  treatment  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (sanitorium  and  domiciliary)  arc  working 
satisfactorily . 

Investigation  of  Other  Diseases. 

Two  cpidomicB  of  influenza  occurred  during  the  yoar,  the 
first  in  July  was  of  a comparatively  mild  typo,  the  second  in 
November  and  Docombor  was  more  ccvoro . Thoro  woro  seven  deaths 
from  this  disease  registered. 

lioaslos  and  German  foaslos  wero  very  prevalent  during  the 
early  months.  Only  ono  fatal  case  was  rogistorod. 

Rheumatism  in  all  its  forms  has  boon  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  year  due,  I think,  to  tho  damp  nature  of  the 
subsoil,  a dampness  which  has  been  increased  since  tho  war  by  the 
laxity  of  oocupiors  of  land  on  tho  matter  of  keeping  ditches  and 
watercourses  clear.  Tho  Council  should  take  action  in  this  matter. 

Cancer  continues  prevalent,  4 deaths  wero  rogistorod 
during  the  year. 

Tho  number  of  births  rogistorod  was  100.  Of  those  51  wero 
males,  and  49  females,  an  average  of  17,39  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  of  5,750. 

Tho  number  of  deaths  registered  was  58.  Of  these  29  wore 
males  and  29  females,  an  average  of  10.08  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  of  5,750. 

Tho  accompanying  table  has  boon  supplied  by  tho  Registrar- 
General  who  adopts  higher  figuros  for  tho  estimated  population 
in  calculating  the  Birth  Rato,  and  lower  for  the  Death  Rate  than 
t ho  o e as  o d b y my  s o If  .
